THE PRESIDENT AT MADISON. 
On Tuesday afternoon at three o’clock 
President Hayes began bis speech on the 
grounds ot the State Agricultural Society 
at Madison. The number present was be­ 
tween three and lour thousand, fully aa 
rn my as could possibly bear his speech 
distinctly. Hit subject was the flnanciaj 
condition of the country, repeating in sub­ 
stance what he said at St. Paul last week, 
beside adding something regarding the 
issue of irredeemable money by the Gov­ 
ernment. In giving the history of the 
finances o( the country, the President stood 
by the records, and showed how gradually 
and surely the nation is throwing off the 
people the burden ol debt and taxation 
The monthly decrease of the public debt, 
the fonding the reef at a low rate of interest, 
the enormous reduction in the expenses ot 
the Government, the abolition of the pre­ 
mium ou gold, the great Appreciation of 
the paper currency, the vast exports of 
American grain and articles ct manufacture 
to Europe, aud the immense balance in our 
favor ic the trade with foreign countries, 
all go to show that the panic had done Its 
worst, aud that business is reviving, and 
that those who have been discouraged 
should be encouraged, aud those who have 
been hopeful should have increased hope. 
From the commencement of the speech 
till its close, the audience listened with 
Very marked attention, and frequently gave 
expressions of endorsement by loudly ap­ 
plauding the President. 
Democrats who 
entertain sound financial views, as well as 
the President’s political friends, heartily 
cheered his utterances. 
The speech made 
an excellent impression on all classes, ex­ 
cepting probably the inflationists, who of 
course, don’t believe in a paper currency 
backed by a gold coin.
